This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Species I (claims 1-8): comprises a control line, firing cells, and control circuitry; 

Species II (claims 9-22): comprises firing cells and a first address generator; 

Species III (claims 23-24): comprises firing cells and an address generator 
including a first and second bank circuitry; 

Species IV (claims 35-39): comprises firing cells, a control line, and a first 
address control circuit; 

Species V (claims 40-47): comprises receiving a control signal, a first means for 
ejecting fluid, a second means for ejecting fluid, and means for responding to control 
signals; 

Species VI (claims 48-50): comprises receiving a control signal, initiating a first 
sequence of address signals, and initiating a second sequence of address signals; 

Species VII (claims 51-57): comprises receiving control signals, providing a first 
sequence of first address signals, providing a second sequence of second address 
signals, wherein the first and second address signals are independent; 

Species VIII (claims 58-63): comprises firing cells, an address generator, a first 
bank circuitry and a second bank circuitry, responding to timing pulses. 
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The species are independent or distinct because each species includes different 
claim limitations which requires a burdensome search. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable.
